There will be no direct recognition of 
the Cuban republic, but there will be a 
demand that the war shall not stop until 
the complete independence of Cuba from 
Spanish rule is secured and that any gov- 
ernment which may hereafter be recognized 
there, must be not only independent of 
Spain, but must be a republic. The repub- 
lican leaders have fought against this idea 
of recognizing Cuban independence and 
they would fight against it to the last if 
they thought they could handle their 
forces. :

Still Load Cubans Down. 

If the republicans dared do it they would 
still load the Cuban people down with a 
burden of bonded indebtedness to please 
the president’s dear friends, Colonel Mc-

the American people have something to say 
and they have been saying it—the flood of 
telegrams which rushed down upon con- 
gress as the result of the careful work of 
Mark Hanna and his republican national 
committee,, supplemented by John Addison 
Porter from the white house, has been fol- 
lowed by a vastly greater flood of letters 
which come to congressmen from the peo- 


ple back in their districts. These represent 
not the commercial agencies or the gam- 
blers in food stuffs and stocks, but they 
represent American patriotism, and’ their 
voice has been for prompt and speedy ac- 
tion toward the freedom of Cuba, with full 
and complete reparation in Spanish blood 
for the destruction of the Maine. 

All day the case has been with the com- 
mittees of the senate and house.

The first of these was the presence of 
General Lee, who reached the city this af- 
ternoon to find himself a hero in the eyes 
of the people.

Senators Have Weight. 

Upon the committee the views of individ- 
ual senators have weight without regard to 
politics, and no party dominates the situa- 
tion. On the other side the republican mem- 
bers have made a party question out of it, 
but they have realized that they must not 
run counter to the senate resolution. In 
this way the senate controls. 

In the senate committee there has been 
a difference of opinion as to the wording 
which should be employed in the reference 
made to Cuban independence. 

Most of the democratic members be- 
lievei in a clear-cut recognition of the 
government which has been establish- 
ed by the men who have done the 
fighting for Cuba. 

But the republicans argued against this, 
using all the technicalities of shrewd ma- 


nipulators of international problems. 
It is evident thet the chief reason for the 


republican opposition to the recognition of 
the Cuban republic lies in the fact that 
the democrats have consistently held to 
that policy from the first. It is purely the 
political consideration, and the cheapest 
Kind of politics at that. But the demo- 
crats are not disposed to quibble over the 
terms if they can secure the end desired. 

t is impossible to give tonight the exact 
language of the resolutions to be reported 
to congress tomorrow, but congress will 
base its action on the resolutions introduced 
by Senator Foraker. The second clause of 
those resolutions, which was a distinct 
recognition of the republic of Cuba, will 
be eliminated, but the resolution will de- 
clire, as they did when first introduced, 
“that the people of the island of Cuba are, 
end of right ought to be, free, and inde- 
pendent.’’ 

The other sections of the resolutions will 
demand the immediate withdrawal of 
Spain’s land and naval forces from Cuba 
and Cuban waters, and will direct the 
president to use, if necessary, the entire

New York, April 12.—The Norwegian steamer Herman Wedel Jarisberg arrived 
this afternoon from Matanzas, bringing thirteen passengers who fled from that 
port to evade the Spanish mob. The passengers were United States Consul Brice 


and his staff and their families. 


Consul Brice said that for three days before leaving Matanzas the people 
threatened his life, and at all times hig property was in @anger. His secretary 
was @bliged ‘to flee for his life, as the mob threatened to drag him through the 


streets. 


During this three days the consul stuck manfully at his poet, distribut- 


ing suppiies to ‘the starving reconcent rados and relieving their necessities. 
At 7 p. m. of the 8th instant, he re ceived. notice from Havana to withdraw 


from his post. 


The Jarisberg was the only steamer in port end Captain Kjer- 


land agreed to take the consul and his party to New York. At 10 p. m. the party 


embarked on board and the steamer ! mmediately sailed. 
The consul left all his baggage, a nd'members of the party were unable to 


bring any of their effects.

THE RESOLUTION

Following is the text @¢ the Foraker res- 
Olution which will probably be adopted by

Be it resolved by the senate and 
house of representatives of the Unfted 
States of America:

Battleship Maine Was Destroyed By 


Spanish Officials, Says General Lee

Washington, April 12.—(Special.)—Consul General Lee told the Sen- 
ate committee on foreign affairs this afternoon in a very few words that 
the Maine was blown up by Spanish officials. 

Since General Lee’s home-coming was ordered it has been openly asserted that he would throw val- 


uable light upon the destruction of the Maine. 


The American people know that General Lee is deliberate in 


everything he says, and it has been with the greatest impatience that the public has awaited his arrival. 


General Lee had not been in Washington long when he was ushered into the committee room. 
was given a hearty, genuine reception by the members and answered many questions. 


He 
He talked freely with 


the committee in regard to the conditions in Cuba, and especially with reference to the destruction of the 
Maine. He was very pointed in his statement that the destruction of the vessel was due to Spanish agencies. 
“Do you mean the Spanish officials in Cuba?” he was asked by a member of the committee. 


“TI mean the Spanish officials,” he replied, “but not General Blanco. 
I think some of the officials were cognizant of the plans to destroy the 
vessel, but I do not believe that the captain general was.”’ 
General Lee said he had no knowledge of the reports that a mine had been discovered by a diver 
under the Mcntgomery, while that vessel lay in the harbor of Havana. 


The reception tendered General Lee upon his arrival today, and wherever he appeared in public, was 
vastly more enthusiastic than the president could get in any city in America. 
Tonight he was serenaded by the Confederate veterans and the Union Veterans’ Legion, andthere was 


such a turnout of people as even Washington seldom sees. 


Bands played “Yankee Doodle” and “Dixie.” 


There were thousands of people crowded in the streets about the Shoreham, where the General is stopping, and 
the line of march taken by the cld soldiers going to welcome the son of the South, who has become the hero 
of tl e hour, was made brilliant by the blaze of red lights and fireworks.

must bé@ jnterpreted as a declaration for 
the independence of the island from Span- 
ish domination, . 

There Is a strong impression tonight that 
the debate in the house will be made short 
to prevent undue criticism of the admin- 
istration. Many republicans-are in favor 
of no debate at’ all, contending that the 
passage of the resolution without debate 
would strengthen our position before the 
world. In the senate it Is impossible to 
predict how long the debate will run. 

There is a general feeling ir Washington 
tonight among public men that the action 
of congress as foreshadowed in the reso- 
jutions. renders the situation extremely 
critical, and conservative leadérs of both 
parties consider war inevitable as a result 
of their adoption, unless Spain makes a 
final and complete surrender by giving up 
the island of Cuba. 


Cabinet Holds Regular Meetings. 

The regular Tuesday cabinet meeting 
was held at 11 o’clock, but the delibera- 
tions proved to be void of significance. At 
the conclusion of the meeting, cabinet 
members summed up what had occurred 


; by stating that the meeting was the most 


uneventful in many weeks: The situation. 
it was explained, was absolutely unchanged 
from that of yesterday. . No word had 
come from Minister Woodford today, and 
there were no new phases reported from 
Cuba. With evident satistaction the mem- 
bers of the cabinet stated that the whole 
question is now committed to congress, 
and that any developments must be looked 
for from that quarter rather than from 
the executive branch. 

The state department officials had a pe- 
riod of rest after the strain put upon 
them within recent days. They looked 
forward with general interest to General 
Lee’s coming. as it would afford an 6p- 
portunity for full personal exchange of 
conditions in Cuba. Army and navy head- 
quarters were in a state of comparative 
repose. The preparations already begun 
progressed steadily. 

The foreign embassies and legations were 
s®mewhat apathetic. After considerable 
personal exchange, the representatives of 
the great powers of Europe were satisfied 
that further action by thé powers at this 
time would be inopportune, and they so 
notified their governments. 

The Spanish minister believes that the 
war crisis has ben averted- for the present 


, at least, and no further thought is being 


given at the Spanish legation to the ne- 
cessity for departure.

The bands struck up the “Star Spangled 
Banner’ and there was a burst of fireworks 
from the neighboring houses, while mounds 
of red, white and blue lights flamed at 
intervals along the street, throwing the 
crowd on the balcony into sharp relief 
against a background of flags. The crowd 
yelled itself hoarse, calling for Lee and de- 
manding a speech. The speech was brief 
and so much broken by applause that the 
crowd caught probably little more than its 
general drift. General Lee gaid: 

“After all the speeches I have been forced 
to: make in the past two days, I can hard- 
ly hope to make myself heard over this 
Great gathering. I can only assure you 
that such a great demonstration seems to 
Me Out of ail proportion to the simple fact 
of my humble presence here, and I am 
frank to say I don’t see that I deserve it, 
having only tried to do my duty as an 
American where circumstances placed me.” 

The crowd broke out afresh, and there 
were yélis:

Ministers Are Reticent. 

The ministerg have been in cabinet ses- 
sion to examine the cableg digests of the 
message, all reserving their opinions, ex- 
cept Senor Moret, secretary of the colonies, 
who has declared that the document does 
not shut the door on his hopes for peace. 

The bourse received the message badly. 

Senor Cilvella, leader of the dissident con- 
servatives, characterizes it as ‘‘grave.”’ 

Diplomatic circles generally.maintain dis- 
cretion, confining themselves ito statements 
that the powers’ will preserve peace.

Not Ready To Give Opinion. 

Commenting on the message, The Liberal

The mistranslation 
ofa word or a phrase would produce a 
complete misunderstanding and absolute de- 
pendence upon the accuracy of the~wfirst 
transmission in so serioug an affair would 
be a grave indiscretion.

Cuban Journals | Criticise the Message 


Very Severely. 

Havana, April 12, 9:30 p. m.—lLa Lucha, 
in an editorial entitled, ‘“‘False and Con- 
venient Reasoning,’’ says: 

“President McKinley’s message is a step 
beyond what has been announced. It is 
with the United States as with all other 
nations when anxious to get npw terri- 
tory. America begins on Lumanitarian 
grounds. The references to the Maine— 
the second feature of interest—lose taeir 
value to Spain because of the falsehood 
upon which they are based.” 

The other local papers publish extracts 
from the mersage. 

El Diaro de La Marina, in its editorial, 
says: | 

“The message is a great disappointment 
for the jingoes and separatists, who ex- 
pected that Uncle Sam would declare war. 
Cubans must clect between the American 
yoke and autonomy. If they choose the 
latter they must try to finish the war as 
soon, as possible in order to have the right 
to a modification of the autonomous [re- 


gime.”’ 

At Camujani and other towns in the 
interior local Spanish authorities are taking 
the lead in the formation of patriotic com- 
mittees to defend the island in case of 
war. 

Six Spanish columns under General Pan- 
do are operating in the province of Puerto 
Principe. 

In Matanzas province the Spanish forces 
at Cienaga and Matibonico river captured 
a quantity of arms and ammunition. 


DEMONSTRATIONS SUPPRESSED. 


Madrid Government Has Obtained Full 
Control Over Crowds. 

London, April 12.—The Standard’s Madrid 
dispatch says: . 

“The alleged national demonstrations af- 
ter @l were quickly suppressed. Other- 
wise the agitations at Barcelona, Valencia 
and Madrid might have been more serious, 
but afterthoughts brought all classes to 
the conclusion that it was wiser not to 
play into the hands of America and the 
Cubans by disturbances and divisions at 
home. 

“The tone of the press itself, outside 
of carlist, socialist and republican papers 
and El Nacional, the organ of Weyler and 
Romero Robledo. has been much modified 
since the character of the demonstrations 
became clear. A majority of the Madrid 
journals now blame the street riots. All 
the prisoriers turn out to be carlists and 
socialists. ¢ 

‘‘The authorities continue the military 
and police precautions, but it is easy to 
see that Madrid life goes on as usual, 
with its crowded bull fighting, concerts 
and theaters. Quite a number of foreign- 
ers have come here for the medical con- 
or are returning from the Seville 
holy week festivities. % 

“The new aspect of affairs has caused 
no slackening in the naval and military 
preparations, which have been pushed with 
vigor regardless of expenditure. 

“The cortes will meet in less than a 
fortnight and will be asked to vote con- 
siderable credits. Should the strained rela- 
tions with America increase a royal decree 
will be immediately issued to convoke the 
cortes before April 25th, the date originally 
fixed.

President's Spokesinan Tells Congressmen 
What Was Intended. 


QUOTES M’KINLEY’S WORDS 


Ohioan Says That Arms Are To Be 
Used To Free the Cubans., 


DEMOCRATS TAKE ISSUE WITH THE SPEAKER 


Bailey Declares That the Wording 
Would Indicate That Spain Was 
To Be Sustained. 


Washington, April 12.—General Grosvenor, 
of Ohio, now generally regarded as the 
spokesman of the president on the floor 
of the house, late this afternoon, in reply 
to an attack upon the policy of the ad- 
minjstration, interpreted the recommenda- 
tions of the president's message to mean 
a request for autority to use the army 
and navy of the United States to establish 
on the island of Cuba a government inde- 
pendent of Spain 

It was regarded as an exceedingly 
portant and significant announcement. 

In the brief debate the opening guns of 
the contest that begins tomorrow were 
fired. Broadsides were exchanged and 
then the house adjourned. Mr. Lentz, an 
Ohio democrat, who drew the fice of Gen- 
eral Grosvenor last Thursday, returned to 
the assault again today, attacking what he 
termed the “‘vacillating’’ policy of the pres- 
ident, the “‘midnight conferences’’ at the 
white house with Senator Elkins and John 
J. McCook, and asserting that the presi- 
dent’s recommendations really meant that 
the United States should coercerthe Cuban 
insurgents into an acceptance of Spain's 
scheme of autonomy. He taunted the re- 
publicans because the president had not 
declared for the independence of Cuba, 
which the republican platform had de- 
manded. 

Lentz Lashes McKinley. 

“It remains to be seen,’ said he, ‘‘wheth- 
er the majority of the house can be lined 
up and whipped in,” 

Congress, he declared, should act and 
could better act than the executive ‘‘form- 
ulating his policy at midnight behind 
closed doors with the aid of plutocracy. 


“A stable government! What do you pro- 
pose now? Let this congress give to the 
president the army and the nhavy, he says, 
and I will go over there and force the 
Cuban patriots, force_the Cuban heroes to 
submit to a stable government at the hands 
of Spain, because thé queen regent has 
already advised the administration that 
she has ordered a suspension of hostilities. 
She cannot order a suspension as against 
the insurgents. She thas not among all her 
bull fighters and bullies manhood enough 
to order a suspension of hostilities on the 
insurgents’ side. This administration, with 
all this vacillating policy which was criti- 
cised by The Chicago Tribune, an adminis- 
tration paper, asks us to’ put the army 
and the navy in its hands to go over and 
punish the Cubans after,three years of 
the most heroic fight for liberty that any 
people ever made on the face of the earth. 
I say it is an outrage, it is a stench in 
the nostrils of every decent American. ’ 

Mr. Hepburn, republican, of Iowa, made 
a spirited and indignant reply, denouncing 
the intimation of such a policy ag little 
short of scoundrelism. 

Grosvenor Defends President. 

General Grosvenor followed. He said in 
Part: 

“I wish simply to say that the president 
of the United States has asked of con- 
gress the power to use the army and the 
navy for the purpose of establishing in 
the island of Cuba an independent govern- 
ment. I state the president of the United 
States has asked for the use of the army 
and navy to establish on the island of 
Cuba an independent government and has 
said so in the plainest kind of English lan- 
guage (cries of ‘where?’ on the demo- 
cratic side). After a great deal of 
tribulation | am going to give the gentle- 
men on the other side a demonstration of 
every statement which I made. You will 
find this language used by the president, 
and I will leave it to the most analytical 
mind on the other side to say that if that 
is not a proposition to establish on the 
island of Cuba a government independent 
of Spain. 

“The president has said, ‘In view of 
these facts, and of these considerations, I 
ask congress to authorize and empower 
the president to take m@asures to secure 
a full and fina] termination of hostilities 
between the government and Spain and the 
people of Cuba, and to secure in the island 
the establishment of a stable government, 
capable of maintaining order and observ- 
ing its international obligations,’ ”’

FORCE IN EACH STATE GIVEN 


In Event of War New York Would 
Furnish Largest Quota. 


OKLAHOMA WOULD GIVE FIFTY-SIX ONLY 


Assessments Can Be Levied in Two 
Ways on Each of the States 
of the Union. 


Washington, April 12.—In anticipation of 
the possibility of a call on the National 
Guard of the states and the territories to 
assist in the national defense in case of 
war with Spain, Adjutant General Corbin, 
of the army. has compiled a mass of fn- 
teresting information in connection with 
the strength of the National Guard and the 
quota each state and territory would be 


expected to furnish under a call for from 


50,000 to 200,000 men according, first, to the 
strength of the National Guard, and, sec- 
ond, according to the population of the 
different states and territories. 

These tables are very complete and show 
precisely the number of men each state 
or territory would be expected to furnish 
under the con:xtitution: regardless of the 
strength of the National Guard organ'‘za- 
tions in each state and territory. 

In explanation of the tables given, it 
may be state-l that while the total strength 
of the National Guard of New York is 17,700, 
in case the National Guard of the country 
was called upon to supply 8,000, New 
York’s apportionment according to its 
strength would be 5,705, and according to 
its population 5,005. In case the call should 
be for 200,000 men, it would be required to 
furnish 22,820 men according to the Na- 
tional Guard organization and 20,820 ac- 
cording to the population of the state. 

The following is the official apportion- 
ment of the various states and territories 
on a basis of a call for 50,000 men, the 
proportion being maintained according to 
the same ratio in the case of calls for 
100,000, 150,000 and 200,000 men:

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ITHE OLD CHURCH 


BO BE TORN DOWN 


A Landmark of LaGrange Will Give Way 
to a New Building. 


LOG HUT OF 1828 RECALLED 


The More Notable Building Which 
Came After It. 


BEN HILL AND OTHER NOTABLE MEMBERS 


Closing Up a Notable Chapter, the Con- 
gregation Proposes To Enter Upon 
a Larger Field of Action. 


LaGrange, Ga., April 11.—(Spectal.)—One 
of LaGrange’s old landmark’s that has 
stood for forty years in silence, but al! the 
while wielding an influence that has com- 
passed the globe for good, is soon. to be re- 
moved. and Sunday, for the last time, the 
members of the First Methodist church met 
around its altar. 

This church is noted for its splendid sing- 
ing, end Sunday morning’s mu- 
sic surpassed any it has ever 
had before. Miss Maidee Smith, 
the organist, played for the prelude ‘“‘The 
Flower Girl.” after which came the old 
hymn, “How Firm a Foundation.” The 
offertory—(a) ‘‘Hallelujah: (b) ‘Easter 
Morn’’—was composed by Professor Louis 
Alberti, a master of both song and music, 
and under his control was ging by thirteen 
voices. , 

The memorial services were injthe after- 
noon from 3 to half-past 5 o'clock: Many of 
the oldest citizens of the various denomina- 
tions, and even the invalids who could, 
left their tired couches and came out to be 
present at this, the last service in the old 
church. 

Judge L. M. Park was the historian of the 
oceasion and told of the three houses that 
hove at different periods heen erected on 
the present spot for the purposes of wor- 
ship. The first was a log hut built way back 
in 1828. Mr. John E. Morgan, at that time 
a leading member, helped to hew the logs. 
At a later period this log hut was replaced 
by a frame building, which in 1857 was re- 
placed by the splendid brick building, which 
ig now to go to make way for one more 
modern and commodious, At the time the 
present building was erected in 1857, the late 
Senator B. H. Hill was a prominent mem- 
ber, as was also (Mr. Edmond Harris, both 
wealthy and influential. A considerable ri- 
valry sprang up among ‘the members, these 
two gentlemen leading the two factions, as 
to whether the the church should face on 
Broad or Vernon street, they being parallel 
and the church on a block between them. 
A compromise was finally arrived at by 
making the church face neither north nor 
sOuth, but east. on a connecting street. 

In the old frame church in 1838 a pro- 
tracted meeting was hela which lasted for 
several weeks, five or six weeks of which, 
it is said, the doors of the church were not 
closéqd night nor day. Rev. Peter Heard, 
who is so well known throughout Georgia 
was converted at this meeting. 

One of the most solemn meetings ever 
held in the present edifice was the night be- 
fore the LaGrange Light Guards went off 
to the late war. Many of them were not 
members of the church, but each and every 
one of them on that solemn night went :to 
the altar and took the sacrament. It is 
needless to Say but few of them ever en- 
tered the church again. Colonel Park is 
writing a history of the church and pro- 
poses to give every dollar he makes on it 
to the church, 

Mrs. M. A. Tuggle, the widow of the late 
Colonel W. O. Tuggle, told of the noble wo- 
men who in life were members of this 
chureh, Some of the more noted ones were 
Mrs. Tarver, mother of the late Judge B. 
H. Bigham and the Rev. Robert Bigham; 
Mrs. General Bailey, Mrs. Julius C. Alford, 
Mrs. Brown, wife of the celebrated Dr. 
Brown, of Brownwood; Mrs. Hugh Haral- 
son, Mrs. O. A. Bull, wife of Judge O. A. 
Bull; Mrs. R. A. T. Ridley, wife of Dr. R. 
A. T. Ridley and mother ‘of Drs. C. B and 
F. M. Ridley, of this city, and Dr B. B. 
Ridley, of Atianta; Mrs. A. BE. Cox, mother 
of Colonel Albert Cox. of Atlanta; Mrs. 
James Beall, mother of ‘Mrs. Dr. C. —B. Rid- 
ley; ‘Mrs. Dr. Scott Toda and MajoryEkgbert 
Beall; Mrs. Heard, mother of Rev. P. A. 
Heard, and many others. Also histories of 
the parsonage and missionary societies 
were read, This church is the mother of 
the LaGrange Female college and the lives 
of the two institutions being so closely con. 
nected, a great deal of the college's his- 
tory was brought in. 

Among the pastors that have had charge 
of this church Rev. Jesse Boring, Eustace 
W. Speer, James ‘E. Evans, Dr J. W. Scott, 
H. H. Parks, G. G. Smith, W. H. LaPrade, 
W. W. Wadsworth, Cadesman Pope, A. J. 
Jarrell, W D. Anderson, Dr. W. F. Quillian 
and otmers, Dr. Heidt has been the presid- 
ing elder. 

This was the jest meeting to be held in the 
present edifice, which will be torn down in 
a few days and a magnificent modern 
structure will go up in its stead.

given to understand by interested par- 
ties, May mean war. 

Just ait present the situation is anoma- 
lous. The delay of the president in 
coming to some firm conclusion, no mat- 
ter what, supplemented by the dubious 
import of his message, promises to pro- | 
jong the strain and suspense of the past 
month or two until far in the summer. 
The result of this is that ‘the business 
interests of the country are suffering 
from the deleterious conditions that flow 
from a stiaite of suspense and uncertain- 
No form of business that is based [| 
on the exchange of commodities can be 
quite free from the evil effeets of a situ- 
ation in which suspense and uncertainty 
are the main factors. 

In tthe event of war matters adjust 
themselves to well-known conditions; 
and the result is the same in the event 
of a peaceful settlement. The message 
of the president simply tends to prolong 
the present unsatisfactory conditions. 

The Constitution, while not averse to a 
programme which has for its purpose 
the driving of the Spaniards from Cuba, 
where their oppressions have resulted in 
perpetual strife, turmoil and revolutions, 
has never believed that war was actual- 
ly necessary to promote that result. A 
great deal of money has beem spent in 
preparing for war, but we do not believe 
even naw that war is necessary for the 
purpose of carrying out the desires of 
the American people. 

The Cuban patriots, while they would 


. welcome intervention that meant the in- 


dependence of the island, have never 
asked for it. They have merely asked 
a republic which won its own freedom 
largely by the help of a friendly nation, 
to formally recognize their independence. 
If this step had been ttaken a vear ago, 
Cuba would now be free, and the whole 
vexed question would have been closed 
forever. With its independence recog- 
nized, the Cuban government could have 
negotiated loans and recruited and 
equipped its army to such an extent that 
the Spaniards would have been com- 
pelled to evacuate the island. 

We have read the important parts of 
the president’s message; and we defy 
any mam to lay a finger on the policy he 
intends to pursue or to declare unmis- 
takably the programme he proposes to 
carry out. He would intervene to put 


an end to hostilities, without recogniz- 


Zé 


ing the indepemdence of the Cubans: 
but this would mean war; and it might 
mean an atitack on the patriotis strug- 
gliing for ‘their liberties. Or, the mes- 
sage may be interpreted to mean that 
the president will threaten intervention 
if the matter be left in his hamds, and 
thus reopen the negotiations that are 
now broken off. It would mean more 
turkey and buzzard diplomacy, in which 
the United States would fare on the lat- 
ter and Spain on the former. 

In short, we can see No way out of the 
present tangle that does not involve a 
war for purposes not entertained by the 
American people, or the prolongation of 
conditions more disastrous to the busi- 
ness interests of the country than those 
of adtual war would be. ‘Mhe whole 
matter could have been settled long ago 
by a resolution recognizing the indepen- 
dence of the Cuban republic.

On the question of recognizing Cuban 
independence, it is not likely that the 
senate will commit itself to any policy 
which does not begin by recognizing the 
independence of Cuba; but the result 
will be a tangle, a deadlock, a prolonged 
debate: and the uncertainty of the issue 
is sure to aggravate those conditions 
which are gradualiy paralyzing business. 

It is a pity that the president, in com- 
municating with congress, did not sug- 
gest a policy which recognized the unity 
of the whole American people, regardless 
of party, with .respect to the vexed Cu- 
ban question. As maiters stand, no 
policy at all has been outlined in the 


message. ‘There is a contingency un- 


der which the president proposes io in- 


tervene. Both parties to ‘the conflict 
are to be compelled to cease hostilities. 
This will mean a war on both the Cubans 
and Spaniards, and the end of the effort 
cannot now be foreseen, for, to enter 
on a conflict with the Cubans would not 
only disgust our own people, but would 
involve the administration in a war in 
which thousands of valuable lives would 
be sacrificed in the swamps and malarial 
regions of Cuba. 

And all ‘this is to be done, not for the 
gake of ‘humanity, not in the interests of 
humanity. but in behalf of those who 
hold the Spanish-Cuban bonds. We think 
that even those who want peace at any 
price can hardly contemplate such a pol- 
icy without disgust.

The Duty of the United States. 

The attempt of President McKinley to 
misstate the position of President Jack- 
son in regard to the recognition of the 
independence of ‘Texas appears the more 
flagrant the deeper what subject is in- 
vestigated. 

‘The history ofthe negotiations by 
which American recognition was given 
to the republic of Texas ‘has been pre- 
viously outlined by The Constitution. 
The congress meeting in December of 
1836 was faced by the same state of af- 
fairs as that which was described by 
President McKinley tto the congress 
which met in December of 1897. Within 
three months the congress which had 
to deal with President Jackson’s action 
toward Texas came to a decision, and 
that was that, throwing aside European 
precedents, the American nation had de- 
cided to esiablish a new one. In the pre- 
liminary discussions leading to that 
formal action, the president had certain 
views, as had each branch of congress; 
but finally, when the argument was over, 
President Jackson gave the culminating 
touch to it by aecquiescing in the action 
of congress and thus making that the 
judgment of the land. : 

Now, as to what that action was is 
clearly stated in the resofution passed by 
the United States senate in the winter of 
’37—so clearly, indeed, that President 
Jackson. states it as-the main ground 
upon which he gave in his adherence— 
that whenever there was “no longer any 
reasonable prospect of the  guccessful 
prosecution of war,” then the time came 
for recognition of the revolting power. 
In dealing with such a question, the 
United States government ‘had to have in 
view two distinct parties—the govern- 
ment of Mexico, which was trying tio sub- 
due its rebellious Texan subjects, and the 
so-called government set up by the rebels 
for the purpose of subverting Mexican 
authority. It would be impossible for 
our government to have taken any ac- 
tion whatever without having these two 
parties in view. When tthe time had 
come that the government of Mexico was 
plainly unable tto re-establish law and 
order, and the continuance of war on her 
part had degenerated into mere bush- 
whacking butchery, then the time had 
come for our government to recognize 
that other force which had made itself 
so manifest in Texan affairs as to have 
paralyzed Mexican authority. Out of this 
grew the ‘recognition of the rebel forces 
of Texas as representing the lawfully es- 
tablished government of that country. 

Now, for its parallel in Cuba. For three 
years Spanish authority has been re- 
sisted in that island. The fact is, re- 
sistance is too tame ia word; for it im- 
Plies some show ,of authority on the 
other side; whereas in the case under 
consideration, Spanish authority has 
been campletely paralyzed. Safe conduct 
cannot be given by the Spanish govern- 
ment out of gunshot of one of its. forts. 
What stronger evidence is needed that 
Spain has lost control of Cuba, and has 
no claim for recognition than the mere 
statement of this fact? ‘This paralysis 
of Spanish authority has not been 
broughit about by predatory bands and 
and undis¢iplined ‘hordes of disturbers, 
but by a well-organized army, by men 
so thoroughly wedded to the central au- 
thority which they were seeking to set 
up thalt, even though separated from it 
by ‘hostile armies, they still gave it an 
intelligent support. Go to any part of 
Cuba at any time and it will be found 
that it is at the name of General Gomez 
that' the popular patriotism is aroused. 
He is the head of the only movement 
and the whole movementt which has par- 
alyzed Spanish authority. About this 
there can be no dispute among honest 
men. It is true that in the eleventh 
hour the Spanish government has set up 
a government of straw in Havana, and 
calls for its recognition as representing 
the Cuban people. But this claim is so 
preposterous that it cannot be seriously 
considered. Hence, in the words of the 
United States senate, quoted by Andrew 
Jackson, and the subject matter thereof 
has been repeated frequently since by 
American presidents, the limit of an at- 
tempt to subdue a people must be that 
where there is no longer “any reagson- 
able prospect of a successful prosecu- 
tion of war,” the time has come to recog- 
nize not only the freedom of Cuba— 
Whiaeh would be a mere play upon words 
—but to give it tangible effect by recog- 
nizing the government whose command- 
ing general, Maximo Gomez, has stricken 
Spanish authority and trailed the Span- 
ish flag in the dust. 


it is hard to read the special pleading | 


| by which the president would escape 
from his plain daty without imputing 
to him dishonorable motives. But, when 
one sees the close conferences held be- 
tween the white house and those who 
represent financial interests, ‘there is 
enough in it to arouse the suspicion of 
the people. If this state of affairs ex- 
ists, President McKinley has only him- 
self to blame for it. During the past 
few months the American people, with- 
out regaird to party, to section, to reli- 
gion, or to. any other line by whidh they 
may be divided, have given their un- 
swerving and enthusiastic adherence to 
a declaration of :Americam virility. They 
feel saddened that in tthe white house 
alone was there indifference. They feel 
indignant when they see trading poli- 
ticians interfering with the claims of pa- 
trictism, and they will certainly remem- 
ber the manner in which their patriotism 
has been played with when the time 
comes. , 

Let the congress of 1898 copy the act 
of that of 1837 by providing for an am- 
bassador to the government which rests 
upon the sword of General Gomez! 
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A Worthy Cause. 

Atlanta owes much to her Young 
Men's Qhristian Association, Since the 
time of its organization dhe has never 
ceased ito derive abundant satisfaction 
from its good work, nor failed to re- 
spond in the most liberal manner to 
every demand which its increasing 
growth has made upon her purse strings. 
If there is one institution more tham ain- 
other whith claims the united support of 
all classes and creeds within hey limits, 
it is the, Young Men’s Christian Associ- 
ation. 

The plan which the directors of this 
institution have recently adopted for in- 
creasing its efficient work is eminently 
wise and practical. In order to put this 
plan into effect they need the sum of 
$7,500. With the aid of this sum they 
can enlarge the scope of the association’s 
work and considerably augment its use- 
fulness. ‘They can purchase new books, 
equip the rooms with better furniture, 
provide improved apparatus for the gym- 
nasium and meet the various other 
claims which the growth of the associa- 
tion makes upon them. In view of the 
changeg which the recently adopted plan 
contemplates, it seems that the directors 
are extremely moderate in asking for the 
comparatively small gum of $7,500. 

So distinctly manifest is the justice 
of the claim which the directors make 
upon the purse strings of our people that 
every dollar of the sum needed should be 
subscribed within the next few days. We 
feel assured that the directors will en- 
counter little trouble om this score. 

As 'the city grows in size and popula- 
tion, the necessity for making adequate 
provisions for resisting its contaminating 
influences correspondingly increases. We 
must not content ourselves with What we 
have accomplished in the past, otherwise 
we shall fail completely to redeem the 
obligations whioh are laid upon us, In 
justice to the rising generations of our 
youth we cannot give owr'selves too 
freely to the task of encouraging in 
every way possible Whatever seeks to 
purify the life of the community. 

We heartily commend the plan which 
the directors have adopted for increasing 
the efficient work of the Young Men’s 
Ghristian Association, and we feel as- 
sured that every citizen of Atlanta who 
has the good of the community ai heart 
will cheerfully co-operate with them in 
raising the desired sum. 
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The Reduction of Taxation. 

In Monday’s Constitution, we printed a 
letter from Hon. John P. Fort, of Mount 
Airy, on the question of the reduction 
of taxation. The letter is a very inter- 
esting one, and it discusses one of the 
most important issues mow before the 
people. In a few years the siate tax 
rate has been almost trebled. In the 
face of this increase in taxes, the value 
of property in the state has fallen off 
about 50 per cent. This process of depre- 
ciation is not confined to Georgia, but 
is observable in all the states where ag- 
riculture has not ceased to be am’ oecu- 
pation. The depreceiation is*just as 
great in New York, in spite of the vast 
markets and the transportation facilities. 

Thus while the decrease in property 
values is general, owing to facts wit! 
which our readers are perfectly familiar, 
the people of Georgia'have not, as yet, 
as some commonweaalths (have done, in- 
sisted on a public econgmy as rigid and 
as exacting as the nature of the case 
demands. They seem to have been at 
sea in this matter. While the depre- 
ciation has been going on, they have 
continued to elect iegislatures which 
have steadfastly refused to recognize ‘the 
importance of lower taxation. So far 


they have gone steadily on, increasing 
the rate of ttaxation in the precise ratio 
of the inability of the people to pay 
them. 

As property values have declined, the 
rate of taxation has increased, until now 
men who were formerly considered well- 
to-do, are putt to desperaite shifts to save 
their property from tax executions. Only 
those who are familiar with the people 
and intimate with their condition can 
have any just idea of ‘tthe burdens that 
this constamt increase of taxation has 
placed on their shoulders. 

Well, it will be said, what remedy do 
vou offer? We reply that the people of 
the state, especially the farmers and the 
small property owners in towns and ci- 
ties, have the matter in their own Aands. 
We refer them to their own power in the 
premises. Let thiem, first, elect a gov- 
ernor who knows and understands the 
needs of the people—a man who is inti- 
mately familiar with the struggles which 
the people aire compelled to undergo— 
and then, second, in order that the execu- 
tive may be sustained and supported 
in hig efforts to reduce and readjust the 
burdens which the taxpayers have to 
bear, elect a legislature pledged to reduce 
taxation. 

This seems to be simple enough, and it 
is, if the people were as alive and as 
active in behalf of their own interests 


as they sometimes @re in behalf of those 
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from that ‘have they been, indeed, that_ 
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of various politicians, big and little. The 
way to begin the reform is to elect men 
to the legislature who are pledged to 
reduce and readjust the burdens of tax- 
ation, no matter whose galary is cut 
dgwn, no matter what appropri&tion is 
shaved—saving and excepting those 
that embody the charity or the benevo- 
lence of the state. Apply the same ruie 
to county affairs. Select pledged men 
for officials. 

Only those should be sent to the legs 
islature who will bear in mind that the 
farm lands of Georgia, on which nearly 
the whole burden of general taxation 
falis, are practically without value; we 
mean that, under the gold standard, their 
value is yet to be determined. If forced 
to sale, they would not bring their taxed 
value, 

Suoh are the conditions. The people 
can find a remedy by electing a gover- 
nor who knows the -difficulties under 
which they jabor,. and ohoosing to the 
legislature men pledged to the reduction 
and readjustment of our tax burdens, 
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Is the Mockery To Be Repeated? 

Is France to bring reproach upon her 
fair name once more by compelling M. 
Zola to appear again in court and under- 
go the meaningless formality of another 
mock trial? 

Several days ago it was announced that 
on account of certain flaws discovered in 
the recent court proceedings M. Zola 
would be liberated. ‘This carried with it 
the impression that the persecuted 
Frenah author would not again be trou- 
bled with the government, and that 
France would redeem herself in some 
measure from the odium which she ac- 
quired by reason of the legal crime which 
she permitted her officers to perpetrate. 

But now it seems that \M. Zola is to be 
arraigned once more. Special cable- 
grams received from Paris contain this 
information. Instead of being cast donvn, 
it seems ‘that M. Zola is elated with the 
idea of again coming into court; for, ac- 
cording to the cablegrams, ‘he entertains 
the hope that possibly by some un]ooked- 
for accident of fortune he may succeed 
in establishing his allegations. If he 
succeeds in doing this he will score the 
double victory of establishing the inno- 
cence of ex-Captain Dreyfus and also of 
himself. 

May the second trial of M. Zola result 
more favorably for the distinguished au- 
thor and for France than did the first. 
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A Scathing Indictment.

Editor Constitution—I would like to 
know something about what tonpedo boats, 
ete., are. J. V. WHERELER. 

Summerville, Ga., April 12, 1898. 

A torpedo boat is a small craft built to 
run low in the water, equipped with two 
torpedo tubes .and two machine guns of 
smail caliber. The tubes will throw a 
torpedo 400 or 500 yards accurately and 
the crew of the boat is nine or ten men; 
these boats have not. armor and can make 
from 2) to 32 knots an hour. 

The torpedo destroyer is a larger craft, 
having several rapid fire guns of 4 to 6 
caliber: also a few machine guns of small 
‘caliber; a crew of twenty or twenty-five 
men, and are supposed to have as high, 
if not a higher, rate of speed than the tor- 
pedo boat. 

A disappearing gun is one that is loaded 
below the parapet and raised when it is 
to be fired; the aét of firing drops the gun 
back, below the parapet again.

The Report of the Committee. 


Before the chairman of the resolutions 
committee read his report, the convention 
decided to make the regulations to be 
adopted applicable to yellow fever only, 
notwithstanding the fact several delegates 
tried to include- smallpox. During this dis- 
evssion, Dr. Barron, president of the board 
of health of Macon, attacked Dr. Alexan- 
der, president of the board of health of 
Atlanta, for taking the posifion Atianta 
was immune from the disease. Dr. Alex- 
ander replied in conyincing style, and satis- 
fied his hearers that the history of the city 
has substantiated his position. 

The following resolution, recommended by 
the resolution committee, was then unan- 
imously adopted: 

“Resolved, That this convention approves 
the plan of having medical .inspectors at- 
tached to those consulates where yellow 
fever and cholera are epidemic, With a 
view of securing for our protection de finite 
information as to the exact sanitary’ col- 
dition and the presence or absence of con- 
tagious diseases in such consular district. 
And that congress -be urged, to make the 
necessar, appropriations to carry the plana, 
into effect.’ 

The following resolution from the same 
was also adopted: 

“Resolved, That this convention is of 
the opinion that it is a duty devolving on 
all nations to take measures to eradicate 
any plague centers from their territory, 
and that the existence of such plague cemn- 
ters is a menace to al] other nations, and 
that our state department be requested to 
take measures through proper di plomatic 
channels for the conveyance of chis opinion 
to the governments deemed obnoxious to 
the opinion as herein expressed.” 


For the Quarantine Stations. 


The convention then unanimously adopt- 
ed the following regulations section by sec- 
tion for the government of disinfection and 
detention camps, or camps for the shipment 
of merchandise: 

In case yellow fever should occur at any 
point of the southern states, the most ef- 
fective method to prevent shotgun quaran- 
tines and their disastrous effects upon com- 
merce is to establish disinfecting and de- 
tention stations or camps on the lines of 
travel by rail or boat. 

it is by practical actions that the people 
will be reassured and not by agreements 
and persuas.on based on words, assurances 
or legislation To show the people that 
all possible care is effectually taken to 
prevent vellow .fever from reaching them 
is the best and only argument they should 
yield to. 

1. Parties coming from localities infected 
with yellow fever should not be allowed 
to enter quarantining localities of the south 
Atlantic and gulf states unless they have 
had their persons, clothing, baggage, etc. 
disinfected, and unless they have remained 
at the station ten days after such thorough 
disinfection, and places holding communi- 
cation with infected localities may them- 
selves be held in quarantine. 

These stations or camps will be erected 
by the United States marine hospital ser- 
vice 

They will be operated by the United 
States marine hospital service. 

4. The marine, hospital service will also 
be requested at an immediate date to pre- 
pare at least four disinfecting plants, in- 
cluding four cylinders for furnishing steam 
disinfection, 

5. Medical inspectors from — intérésted 
states and localities will be admitted to 
thé stations to witness that the regulations 
ate thoroughly complied with. 

The clothes and baggage will be dis- 
infected by moist steam under pressure. 

10. Articles not amenable to this treat- 
ment will be immersed in a colution of | 
to 1.000 of bichloride of mercury for one 
hour: or they will be placed in the formal- 
dehyde chamber, fed from a generator for 
one hour, drying them first and spreading 
in the chamber. 

11. All articles requiring to be subjected 
to moist steam shail remain in the steam 
chamber at a continuous temperature of 
from. 212 to 220 degrees. fahrenheit for thir- 
tv minutes, 

12. The persons will then be placed in the 
department of the disinfected and shall be 
inspected daily. 

14. Upon the appearance of any tendency 
to yellow fever or any symptoms whatever 
of yellow fever, they shall at once be placed 
in a suitable isolated locality. 

15. If they develop a case they shall be 
placed in the hospital of the station. 

16. The persons will remain at the station 
-_ days. 

Persons thus detained will be given a 
waditlioate to the effect that disinfection 
has been practiced and detention of ten 
days enforced, signed -by the resident offi- 
eer of the United States marine hospital 
service. 

18. Well authenticated immunes will 
be detained, but will be disinfected. 

1%. Then the persons should be received 
everywhere and by everybody as being in- 
capable of conveying infection. 


*How To Handle Freight. 


Articles should not be shipped from 
dwellings, nor from places contiguous te 
dwellings. without being disinfected. 

21. Class t—The following articles should 
be adm‘tted without disinfection or restric- 
tions of anv sort: All new and dry mate- 
rial, unpacked, such as lumber, machinery. 
new brick, new tiling, bar and sheet iron, 
tin, steel, agricultural implements—no part 
of which is textile; iron, ties, stoves, sad- 
dlery not upholstered, wagons, new trunks, 
hardware without packing, lime, ice and 
salt in bulk, tar, turpentine, rosin, stone, 
gravel, coal, coke, cement, grain in car 
loads and cooperage, oysters and fish pack- 
ed in ice. 

22. Fruits, sound, and taken directly and 
in good condition from clean vessels and 
transferred at wharves not infected and 
in good sanitary condition immediately to 
the disinfected cars for shipment require 
no disinfection; freight taken directly 
from clean vessels, inspected and in good 
sanitary condition, requires no dtsinfection.

This country has had abund- 
ant provocation for war and I think there 
ought to be a fight to teach the Spanish 
a lesson or two and at the same time to 
show the. world that Americans have not 
forgotten how.’’ 

COMPTROLLER WRIGHT: 

What have we to intervene for? To stop 
the Spanish and the’ Cubans killing each 
other, Are we to kill thousands of Ameri- 
can citizens and make thousands niore of 
widows and orphans among our own homes 
to put an end to a war which in three 
years has not cavsed as many lives to be 
lost in battle as were lost around Atlanta 
in our war? Intervention was first put on 
the ground of humanity. It was to end the 
starvation among the reconcéntrados, but 
Spain has provided for them. She has of- 
fered an armistice to the Cuban armies. 
They decline to accept it. They want rec- 
Ognition of their independence and say 
they can win it if they are recognized. i 
ain willing to see that done, but not to de- 
clare war against Spain’ because she re- 
fuses to surrender Cuba to the insurgents. 
The blowing up of the Maine was provoca- 
tion and nearly all Americans would have

Marine Hospital Inspection. 

33. Each establishment packing and re- 
packing will employ and pay a sanitary in- 
spector appointed by the United States ma- 
rine hospital service. 

34. At the hour of arrival of the workmen 
at the establishment he will see that they 
are al] gathered in the same place and the 
doors barred and remain so; also the doors 
of the rooms where they are at work. 

35. They will disinfect the exposed parts 
of their bodies. 

36. They will remove 
ing down to the skin. 

37. They will don disinfected clothes, 
which will be clean and left. by them the 
day before and passed through the formal- 
dehyde chamber as above. 

28. The sanitary inspector must also be 
disinfected in like manner as the workmen. 
open original packages in a previously dils- 

39. They will then only be permitted to 
infected room and digtribute them and 
form other packages. 

40. When these packages are completed 
and- closed they will be stamped by the 
Sanitary inspector as inspected and safe. 

41. During the work the sanitary inspec- 

* will watch the work all the time. 

42. After the work the workmen will re- 
move their clothing and don their ordinary 
clothes, which, during the working hours, 
have been passed through the formaldehyde 
chamber. 

43. The same regulations apply to opera- 
tors in factories which intend to ship their 
goods to non-infected localities. 

44. In addition, such goods 
must be disinfected. 

45. A general supervisor, emploved by the 
United States marine hospital serviee. will 
check the efficiency of the sanitary inspec- 
tors in stated sections or a number of es- 
tablishments. 

46. In case of disobedience of any of the 
regulations the sanitary inspector will re- 
fuse to stamp the packages. 

47. In packing goods into original pack- 
ages only such packine material must he 
used as has been disinfected within the 
previous twelve hours, 

48. A medical or sanitarv inspector from 
interested states or local'ties will alwavs 
be admitted at once into the estahlish- 
ment to see if the regulations are carried 
out properly. 

49. All freight in cars and the cars them- 
selves, and all freight on or in boats 
and such parts of the boats themselves 
shall in ally cases he disinfected by the 
United States marine hospital service when- 
ever and wherever that service may deem 
the same necessary. 


For the Regulation of the Disease. 


At the evening session the convention 
first adopted the report of the resolutions 
committee concerning the regulation of the 
disease, which was as follows: 


Regulations for Yellow Fever. 


1. Localities infected with yellow fever 
and localities contiguous thereto, should 
be depopulated as rapidly as possible. go 
far as the same can be safely done. — 

Persons from mon-infected localities, and 
who have not been exposed to infection 
being allowed to leave without detention 
and in leaving such place shall be pre- 
sented with health certificates by the legal- 
ly constituted health authorities of the 
place. 

l. If an inspection shows that the dis- 
ease he certaini'y confined to a few houses, 
and all persons who thave been exposed to 
possible infection are ‘known, and these

2. When practicable, the.patient shall be 
removed to hospital or other quarters little 
liabie to infeétion, and so situated as to in- 
volve a minimum of danger, if infected. 

3. If the patient cannot be removed, all 
possible precautions must be taken to pre- 
vent contamination of his premises. 

4. Those certainly immune to yellow fe- 
ver may be given free pratique after dis- 
infection of effects. 

56. Non-immunes may be permitted to go 
to places incapable of infection, to remain 
there during the period of incubation, re- 
quiring disinfection of baggage, unless 
certain that it will remain in such territory. 
6. Non-immunes not going to such places, 
shall, if practicable. be isolated under 
observation in non-infected quanters, s0 
situated that if fever develops among them 
there whiall be as little danger as possible 
of conveying, infection: their effects being 
disinfected upon isolatiun. e 

7. Such persons as are isolated unde 
observation on account of exposure to yel- 
lew fever, shall be so isolated for a period 
of not less than ten days from the last 
possible time of exposure to infection. 
They shall be inspected—twice daily % 
advised. 

8. Premises occupied by, or having been 
ocoupied by. a case sick with yellow 
fever, gsha!l be treated as infected, and be 
under sanitary control; and such neigh- 
boring premises as are clos® enough for 
their inmates to receive infection from 
the above shall also with their inmates 
be under sanitary contyrol. 

9. These premises shiall be strictly guard- 
ed, and no communication allowed with 
those outside except under auch rules and 
supervision as will prevent the conveyance 
of the disease. 

10. All possible precautions shall be taken 
to prevent exposure of the guards and 
other attendants to infection. If possible. 
thev shall be immune. They shall be under 
proper eupervision. 

ll. On the recovery, removal or death 
of a case of vellow fever, the premises 
shall be immediately disinfected, and such 
neighboring premises as from proximity 
are presumably infect®d are also to be 
disinfected. 

12. Coincidentally with the foregoing 
measures a house to , house inspection 
should. Be made of the’ whole community 
to determine whether other cases exist, 

13. In the case of the death of a patient 
the thody shal! be disposed of under such 
sanitary precautions as will prevent the 
convevitice of infection. 


When Quarantine Is Necessary. 


1. {If the inapection of a town in which 
yellow fever exisis does not show that a'!l 
foci of inmfection,: possible’ fomilies and 
persons,liable to develop the disease, are 
under observation (“‘in quarantine’) or if 
cases occur which cannot be traced to any 
known focus, such.town shall be subject to 
quarantine. 

2. Those who have been exposed or who 
come from infected localities shall be re- 
quired io undergo, in the camp of proba- 
tion or other designated place, a period of 
detention and observation of ten days 
from date of last @xposure, before being 
permitted to proceed to a locality capable 
of being infected, their ckhothing and other 
effects capable of conveying infection be- 
ing disinfected upon entrance to place of 
detention. For persons Known to be im- 
mune to yellow fever, detention is not 
required, merely the disinfection of their 
baggage and clothing. 

3. Persons who have been exposed may 
be permitted to proceed, under proper san- 
itary supervision while passing through 
infectable territory, without detention, to 
localities incapable of becoming infected, 
and whose authorities are willing ‘to re- 
ceive them, to remain there ten days. The 
baggage of such persons ghall be’ disin- 
fected unless it is certain they will not 
return into infectable territory. This ex- 
emption from disinfection shail not apply 
to baggage from an infected house for any 
point, or to Daggage to points which ob- 
ject to receiving it undisinfected. 

Note—On account of the extreme diffi- 
culty of the health officer determining the 
ultimate destination of passengers bound 
for Atlanta, Charlotte, Nashville and sim- 
flar distributing points for passengers 
south, the baggage of such ; passengers 
should be disinfected. 

4. An adjacent town which isin direct com- 
munication with an infected town must be 
considered as being neutral territory, and 
therefore under quarantine, as shall also 
be such territory as from its proximity or 
relations to an infected town canont be 
pronounced certainly clean. 


, Methods of Disinfection. 


The following methods of disinfection are 
considered efficient: 

-POR YELLOW FEVER. 

1. Apartments or dwellings infected with 
yellow fever to be disinfected by one or 
more of the following methods: 

(a) By a thorough washing of all sur- 
faces of apartments with an efficient germ- 
icidal solution. 

(b) By sulphur dioxide for “4 hours ex- 
posure, 4 peunds of oe for each 1,000 
cubic feet, plus due allowance made for 
waste. 

(c) By formaldehyde gas is not less than 
a4per cent per volume strength, and not 
less than 6 hours’ exposure, 

Note—One liter of 40 per cent solution of 
formaldehyde gas will evolve about 1,425 
liters (50.1 cubic feet) of gas at 20 degrees C.

2. Grounds, outbuildings, etc., deemed to 
be infected, to be disinfected with a strong 
solution of crude garbolic acid (carbolic 
acid, crude, 2 parts; sulphuric acid, 1 part; 
water, 25 parts) or an acid solution of bi- 
cnloride of mereury (1,500); disinfecgion of 
ground preferably by fire. 

3. Bedding, wearing apparel, carpets, up- 
hoistered turniture and the like to be dis- 
infected by one or more of the following 
methods: 

(a) By steam at a temperature of 100 ta 
102 degrees C.; 30 minutes’ exposure. 

(b) By boiling, all parts of the articles to 
be submerged. 

(c) By saturation in an efficient germicidal 
solution, 

(d) By thoroughly wetting the surfaces 
of articles with a 40 per cent aqueous 
solution of formaldehyd, and placing them 
in a closed space for not less than 12 hours. 

(e) Where surface disinfection is required 
formaldehyde gas of not less than a 4 per 
cent per volume strength and not less than 
6 hours’ exposure, or by sulphur dioxide 
for not less than 24 hours, 

4. The dejecta from cases of yellow fever 
to be disinfected by an efficient germicidal] 
solution, : 

Mails to be disinfected by one of the 
following methods: 

(a) By formaldehyde. ) 

(b) By sulphur dioxide. 

(c) By steam. 

(Newspapers must be made 
packages as shall be 
disinfectant used.) 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Articles injured ‘by steam, such as rubber, 
leather and containers, to which disinfec- 
tion by steantf is inapplicable, ‘to be disin- 
fected: 

(a) By thoroughly wetting all surfaces 
with an efficient germicidal solution, the 
articles being allowed to dry, 

(b) By exposure to sulphur dioxide. 

(c) By exposure to formaldehyde gas. 

The application of gaseous disinfection to 
these articles should be made in a elosed 
Space, air-tight or as nearly so as possible. 

The following are considered efficient 
germicidal solutions: 

. Bichloride of mercury, acid, 1-1000. 

<. Carbolic acid, pure, 5 per cent solution. 

3. Trikresol, 2 per cent solution. 

4. Solution of formaldehyde, 1-500 (which 
is 2 parts of a 40 per cent. solution -of 
formaldehyde to 25 parts of water.

(chloride of lime), 


‘For the Railroad Traffic. 


The following regulations from the com- 
mittee as to the government of railroad 
traffic in infected towns was then adopted: 


Trains Through Infected Towns. 


1. A passenger train to infectible local- 
ity shall not stop in an infected town, nor 
shall the windows or doors be allowed to 
be open therein: and no comunication 
Shall be allowed between the passengers 
Or train crew and the town. 

2. Freight traffic through such a town 
should be without .stopping. 

In cases where stoppine in town 
sOlutely necessary for freight traffic and 
also when the town is large, and the infec- 
tion general, a specia] crew shall take the 
train through the town. The relya sta- 
tons where these changes are made, shall 
be under sanitary supervision. 

2. Senitary inspectors should also be eta- 
tioned in town. 

Throvgh traffic, i. e.. to points incapable 
of recetving yellow fever infection, to be 
designated hereafter as “po'nts north.” 

1. Freight.—Freight in sealed cars can go 
without hindrance through to destination,

The Duties of Inspectors. 


Train inspectors must be. properly relayed 
and those running from the infected town 
should be immune. If they sleep in clean 
territory they must be immune. 

v. (ars snould be removed from an in- 
fected locality aS soon ag’ empty. If not, 
they should be disinfected where they have 
been. They should be sen: with windows 
and doors open and carefully inspected at 
the relays tor tramps. : 

Mail—Letter mai] needs no disinfection, 
newspapera musi be disinfected; parcel 
mail is prohibited altogether. 

Ail train crews from an infected town 
must be changed and not be allowed to 
have direct communication with certainly 
clean territory. This should be done at 
a non-infected place as isoiated as possible, 
a siding rather than a station, and certain- 
ly not in a town. 

Every man, maj] agent, expressman and 
train butcher, must make this relay, unless 
we know that he is going north not to re- 
turn to points south, in which case he is 
like a through passenger. Pullman crev 
to be relayed. 

None of the merchandise of the train 
butcher, unless disinfected newspapers be 
excepted, must pass the relay. No possible 
fomites must pass the relay to the crew 
bound north and as Httle communication 
as possible—none save such as is necessary 
for the run of the train—is allowed. The 
relay must be under the supervision of @ 
sanitary officer or officers (iwo are ganer- 
ally required) whose position is one of great 
responsibility. At these stations a very 
careful search for tramps must be insti- 
tuted. 

The camps for the north and south crews 
should be at a considerable distance from 
each other. and the run of trains should be 
arranged so as to have the crews in camp 
as little as possible. For passenger trains 
there need be no delay; for freight trains 
generally there must be and their crews 
go in camp. 

Occasions May arise where it is necessary 
to guard the southern relay camp by a 
number of guards, as if it were a camp of 
detention. It must never be allowed to be- 
come infected. If it does the camp’must be 
moved.

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‘WHO WILL PAY FOR 


THE JUNE PRIMARY 


An Interesting Question Was Discussed 
Freely Yesterday. 


¢ 


WHAT CHAIRMAN HOWELL SAYS 


His Idea Is To Assess the Guberna- 
torial Clubs. 


THE STATEHOUSE CANDIDATES TO PAY 
In Former Years hake Dita Has 
Been Held Along with Some 
Other Primary. 


HO will pay the expenses of the 
W crimary on June 6th, at which the 

governor anda statehouse officials are 
to be voted for? This interesting question 
came up yesterday in the informal session 
of members of the sub-committee of the 
Fulton democratic committee, but there 
was none to give the solution to the situa- 
tion 

In former years, the primary 
governors and  statehouse officials are 
voted for has been held at the same time 
as the county or the city primary, and 
never before has there been any question 
as to the payment of the expenses, as the 
county executive committee paid the county 
expenses, and there was no cost attached 
to the voting for governor and the state- 
house officials. This yeat, however, the 
county and congressional yfrimary will be 
held -April 2ist, and on June 6th there is 
nothing but the vote for governor and 
statehouse officials. 

It would be unfair to assess the candi- 
dates in the June primary, as is done in 
other primaries, for there will be but a 
few to bear the expenses, and the cost of 
the pyimery would more than equal the 
salary of \the offices for which the contest 
is being made. There is no provision in 
law for the calling of a primary and the 
payment of expenses incurred: The law 
fixes the election and the cost of the elec- 
tion, but does not touch the primary. 

In the discussion of this interesting ques- 
tion yesterday some original as well as 
pertinent ideas were suggested. Captain 
Brotherton said he did not know how the 
expenses of the June primary would be 
met, and he at the same time thought it 
was the duty of the county executive com- 
mittee, of which he is a member, to mage 
the arrangements. 

Mr. W. J. Campbell, a member of the 
executive committee, said he knew of ho 
way in which to solve the pruvlem., 

This committee should have in charge all 
the arrangements, said Mr. Charley Keith, 
a member of the body. While Mr. Keith 
understands that his committee would be 
responsible for the primary and the work 
of counting up the votes, at the same time 
he did not think his committee or any of 
the individual members should pay any 
money out on account of the selection of 
governor and statehouse officlals. 

Chairman Howell’s Suggestion. 

Chairman Albert Howell, Jr., when seen 
yesterday, said he did not think the ques- 
tion of paying for the management of the 
June primary was, after all, a serious 
matter. ' 

“The only way to meet these expenses,” 
said he, ‘‘will be to assess the gubernatorial 
clubs in the city a certain amount, and to 
assess all the statehouse candidates who 
have opposition. 

‘‘There is a Candler club in the city, and 
there is also an Atkinson club here. Assess 
these clubs a small amount, which they 
would cheerfully pay. There will be in all 
probability a Berner club by the day of 
the primary, June 6th, and this club could 
be assessed along with the others. 

“Every statehouse candidate who has op- 
position should be assessed. It would, of 
course, be unfair to assess those candidates 
who have no opposition. In this manner, 
the money necessary for the management 
of the primary can be easily secured. There 
will not be a large expense. Not near so 
much as for the conduct of the county 
primary. We will have fewer managers 
and fewer clerks, and will economize in 
every way possidle.”’ 


WORSE THAN

FIRST MEETING OF NEW BOARD 


W. J. Northen Is Elected President for 
the Year. 


SCHOOLS MUST HAVE COMMENCEMENTS 


Resolution To Have All Buildings Not 
Adapted to School“Abolished and 
New Ones Secured. 


met for the first time yesterday morn- 

ing in the office of County School 
Commissioner Guinn. The condition of the 
schools of the county was discussed and 
action taken on many matters relating to 
them. The day was set for the end of the 
year’s work and the schools will close their 
sessions on April 22d. Resolutions were 
passed affecting the locations of the schools 
and the manner of selecting the teachers. 

Among those present were W. J. North- 
en, W. P. Patilio, A. Richardson, W. W. 
Almand, T. T. Thompson and School Com- 
missioner ‘R. J. Guinn. Mr. Northen was 
elected president of the board. 

The board decided to continue the policy 
that has Been in force for two years. That 
plan is to select all teachers directly, to 
prohibit the use of the public school fund 
for teaching high school branches, have 
all the schoois taught during the fall, 
winter and spring months, and follow the 
rules adopted at a former meeting. 

A resolution was introduced and passed 
regarding the teaching of public schools 
in any building but those built and adapted 
to the use of a school. It is now the case 
in many parts of the county that schools 
are taught in churches and private resl- 
dences. This practice is thought to be a 
bad one and as far as possible it will be 
remedied. It will cause the building of 
many new school houses." The resolution 
affects very few white schools, but many 
negro schools in the county. 

Several committees from different parts 
of the county came before the board ask- 
ing for furniture for their schools. They 
asked for aid in this respect and it is 
probable that help will be given them. 
Recently the board has seen fit to furnish 
a number of school houses with patented 
furniture and the plan will be followed up 
until all the schoolg in ahe county will 
be so arranged. 

The Session Soon Closes. 

On April 22d all the echools will close 
until the beginning of the fall sessions. 
Each of them must have some commence- 
ment exercises. This rule, adopted by the 
board, is thought to be a good one and 
will be enforced. The object is to en- 
courage the pupils in pwblic speaking and 
reciting. 

The following members of the board 
were appointed to attend some of the 
schools: W. J. Northen, Batile Hill school; 
WW. W. Almand, Faith’s; W. P. Patillo, 
Hemphill and Bolton; A. Richardson, Oak- 
land; T. T. Thompson, Sandy Springs; 
Commissioner Guinn, Hemphill, Bolton and 
Hapeville. The schools will open on Oc- 
tober 2th for the mew yeaf’s work. The 

The close of the present year will be 
held from October l7th co the 21st inclu- 
sive. Sp 

The close of the preasent year will be 
the end, of the first year that the schools 
have been run under the graded system. 
Heretofore children have been taught in 
any manner and advanced according to 
their brightness and ability to learn. With 
the graded system they must make a per- 
centage and rise each year from class to 
class.

Strolling carelessly up the street was a 
negro man, who appeared to be paying no 
attention to Miss Thornton. She did not 
even jook at him, as he was only one of 
the hundreds she was meeting# Just as 
she started to pass bim on t¥e sidewalk, 
the negrd grasped her hand in a tight 
clasp and snatched the pocketbook. Then 
when the lady began to struggle he kKnock- 
ed her down and ran away, leaving her 
on the ground unconscious. A crowd quick- 
ly gathered around the senseless woman, 
and im their anxiety about ker condition 
the men allowed the negro to escape. Miss 
Thornton was carried to her home on Mc- 
Daniel street and at a late hour last night 
was suffering from nervous prostration, 
brought on by the brutal attack of the ne- 
gro footpad. 

The lady who :was robbed cannot identify 
her assailant, as she did not see him close- 
ly. She is only certain that he is a young 
negro.

OLD COURTHOUSE 
10 BE BLOWN UP 


Dynamite Will De Destructive Work In 
Decatur This Morning. 


IT WILL CRUMBLE WALLS 


The Terrible Explosive Will Be Fired 
About 11 O’Cloék. 


GREAT CROWD WILL WITNESS THE WORK 


Walls Are Thick and Fast and Mighty 
Combustion Will Be Necessary To 
Tear Them Asunder. 


Decatur this morning. The old court- 

house which is now being torn down 
will be blown toward the skies by dyna- 
mite. This has been decided upon as the 
best manner to get rid of the old building 
and make of it a mass of debris. 

The walls now standing are very heavy 
and only an explosion will tear them apart 
and bring them to the ground. Every 
part of the old building has been moved, 
but the wails and two large columns in 
front made of stone. These walls are made 
of ante-bellum brick that know no break- 
ing and after the long passagé of time, 
since 1844, with elghteen inches of thick- 
ness, they offer almost a solid mass to be 
combated by the dynamite. 

The walls extend into the air for about 
fifty feet. Every particle ef wood hag been 
taken out except the lathes, which remain 
in the walls. ; 

Dynamite will be placed under every 
corner of the ruin and at a given signal the 
light will be touched to the fuse of the ex- 
plosive, the lighters will scamper away 
and hide while the crowd which will be 
at the place to see the sight will await 
in breathless suspenSe the coming of the 
explosion. 

The dynamite will be placed under the 
walls about 10 o’clock. Tue two large col- 
umns which it was thought weuld be saved 
from the courthouse for a monument for 
the confederate dead of the county will 
fall with the walls. They are unique struc- 
tures in“*themselves and for this reason it 
was believed a very pretty monument could 
be made from thérn. 

This was one method by which the older 
citizens of the county wished to Keep a 
memento of the oki courthouse. The stone 
is very heavy and cut in a most artistic 
way, considering the primitive methods of 
hardling reck at the time: they Were 
erected. 

As soon as the debris from the explo- 
sion is removed, which will require several 
days, work on the foundation or the new 
courthouse will be begun on the same 
ground where the old one is being taken 
from. The county Officers are now in their 
temporary building on one corner of the 
square. They have weii fitted up offices 
there and will remain in them until the new 
courthouse is completed, which wiil take 
about a year.

Sensational Crop Damage Reports frem 
California Chief Cause. 


CONTINENTAL DEMAND HEAVY 


Corn and Oats Helpei by Advance in 
Wheat, Closing Slightly Highef. 
Provisions Dull and Lower. 


Chicago, April 12.—Wheat today closed 
at an advance of 1%@1%c for July. For 
the second day in succession the California 
crop damage reports of a sensational char- 
acter had an important influence. The Cal- 


tal demand made a strong market. Corn 
and oats were. helped by the strength of 
wheat and closed at a slight advance. Pro- 
visions were dull and Jett off at a trifling 
decline. 

The government crop report, showing a 
condition of 96 compared with 95 last year; 
was responsible in the main for the easy 
feeling which marked the opening in wheat. 
The report did not estimate the area plant- 
ed, but is generally believed to be larger 
than last year, and the comparatively 
high condition of figures caused quite a lit- 
tle scattered liquidation at first. Another 
bearish factor was the perfect weather 
prevailing in the winter wheat country. 
Opening trades in July ranged from 83%%c 
to 88lec compared with yesterday’s closing 
price of 8%c. For a brief time the mar- 
ket held around those figures. Then the 
firm northwest markets, light réceipts in 
that section and liberal commission house 
buying, supposed to be for St. Louis shorts. 
resulted in a hardening of prices and a 
slow advance, whieh was continued for 
nearly two.hours. Minneapolis and Duluth 
receipts continue to fali off—181 cars, 
against 165 last week and 504 a year ago. 
Chicago receipts were 119 cars. The addi- 
tion to contract stocks today amounted to 
about 106,000 bushels. Before 11:30 o’clock 
the market had advanced to 845¢c. This 
was close to call price, and selling against 
those privileges, coupled with liquidation 
of a general nature on the Swell, sent 
July back to 84%c. In this reaction the in- 
fluence of Bradstreet’s visible report, show- 
ing an increase of 1,476,000 bushels, was 
felt. As there was a decrease last year, 
the big increase caused a g00d deal of 
short selling. But before noon the market 
had begur to recover. The advance was 
slow, however, until reports from Califor- 
mia even more sensational than those re- 
celved yesterday came. Large exporters 
of wheat in San Francisco said there would 
be no further exports from there for ten 
months, and a Chicago firm had sold for 
it in San Francisco December wheat at a 
price 2\4c per bushel over yesterday. The 
weather in California was still unfavora- 
ble, with no prospects of relief. Kansas 
also complained of drought. The market 
after the noon hour rap'dly grew stronger. 
Besides the support received from the Cal- 
ifornia news, the market was aided by 
enormous continenta] demands for cargoes, 
Liverpool and Paris advices both stating 
that 70,200,000 bushels had been sold last 
week. The last hour of trading was quite 
active, buying being general and heavy, 
and prices advanced sharply. The strength 
was mainta‘ned to the close, July finally 
advancing to 85%c and closing firm at 8546 
@s556ec. 

Corn was weak most of the day. Favora- 
ble weather and some increase in western 
offerings caused an Increase in the May li- 
quidation and very little demand was man- 
ifested until later In the session. The 
Strength of wheat finally overshadowed 
everything, else and drove shorts to cover, 
corn becoming steady near the close, with 
all the decifne recovered.
